pretty large scale. I raised 400 
chickens one spring. I kept 
pretty close tab on my opera- 
tion and this is how it urned 
out: After buying he day-old 
chicks, paying for the feed, 
electricity, insecticidés, etc., I 
furnished our table with all the 
fryers we wanted and save 40 
selected laying pullets to keep. 

I sold two-pound fryers at a 
dollar each without weighing 
(they would bring about 40 
cents now), and after footing 
the aforesaid costs, I had $39 
profit, not counting anything 


'™ ior labor or investment. I shud- 


der to think of what would 
happen to me if I attempted 
to raose 400 2-pound fryers to- 
day at 20 cents per pound. Vol- 
ume broilerraising under vast- 
ly improved methods, including 
ereatly improved feed quality, 
has made it impossible for the 
little fellow to compete with 
the big fellow in the broiler- 
raising business. 


INCREASED POSTAGE RATES 


Indications point to drastic 
increases in postage rates. A 
Congressional committee has 
yoted overwhelmingly to in- 
crease the price of a first class 
letter postage stamp from 
three to four cents, air mail 
from six cents to seven cents. 
Second and third class rates 
would also be materially in- 
creased. The lowly postal card 
would remain at two cents. 

For many years we could 
maii first class letters for two 
cents. When World War II 
came along we were told that 
the rate would have to be rais- 
ed to three cents as an emer- 
gency measure, but it would be 
returned to two cents when 
the emergency ceased. The em- 
ergency has never ceased to 
exist. 

Now it seems that another 
emergency exists. However, 
nothing has been mentioned 
about returning to the lower 
postage rates at any time. His- 
tory proves that postage rates 
go up but never go down. 


IMPORTANT DATE 


June 30 is an important 
date for disabled people, Har- 
ty N. Scott, Manager of the 
Dothan district office of the 
Social Security Administra- 
tion reminded today. Mr. Scott 
stated that the June 30 date 
this year has particular signi- 
ficance for an estimated 700,- 
000 disabled workers in this 
country. These are disabled 
people who have worked long 
enough under social security 
to be eligible to have their 
rights to future benefits for 
themselves and their families 
protected — of this 700,000 
about 400,000 people — those 
between 50 and 65 years of 
age — are eligible for month- 

4y disability insurance bene- 
fits beginning with July. 
Many of those eligible have 


not yet applied. 
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Crash Scene and Death Car Two College Boys Heid Here 


Two broken posts on the Pea 
River bridge (above) in Elba 
Stood today as ghastly remind- 
ers of the death Sunday about 
1 a.m, of a soldier when the 
automobile (right) in which he 
was riding narrowly missed a 
plunge into the waters below. 

SFC David C. Pressnell, 48, 
of Fort Rucker, apparently was 
instantly killed when the au- 
tomobile, believed to have been 
driven by PFC William G. Bak- 
er, swerved from one side of 
the bridge to the other and fi- 
nally knocked over two of the 
heavy concrete posts. 

W.M. Williamson, night chief 
of police, heard the crash and 
hurried to the scene. He found 
Pressnell lying on the sidewalk 
and Baker staggering around 
apparently dazed from the 
crash, Baker was rushed to the 
Fort Rucker hospital where his 
injuries were found not to be 
serious. He was expected to be 
released from the hospital to- 
day. 

Patrolman BE. C. Fordham, of 
the Highway Patrol, investigat- 
ed along with the city police. 
He said both men were assign- 
ed to the Headquarters Service 
Co., 306th Engineer Bn. Press- 
nell was scheduled to retire 
from the Army in a year. 


AUTO OVERTURNS 

Gerald D. Skivper, of Rt. 3, 
Ozark, was taken to Enterprise 
hospital early Sunday morning 
after his automobile overturn- 
ed twice when he failed to 
make a turn on County Road 
No. 79. about 12 miles north ‘of 
Elba.

For a long time, botanists thought the 
oldest were the gigantic, beautiful 
Sequoia trees of the High Sierra, 
which are as much as 3000 years old. 
Bur recently a feller who studies cli- 
mate by analyzing tree rings found 
three bristlecone pine trees in Cali- 
fornia’s White Mountains which—he 
says—are at least 4000 years old!

There’s one thing about plant- 
ing a crop of tree seedlings—they 
sure don’t require much manage- 
ment! You jest let them grow till 
it’s time for the first thinning, 
which may be several years after 
planting.

In view of the fact that the 
Elba City Schools have been 
moving along so Satisfactorily 
since they broke away from the 
County System, one of the City 
Council members Seemed to 
voice the sentiment of all pres- 
ent when he said he thought 
Elba would have everything to 
lose and nothing to gain by 
changing back to the old coun- 
ty system. 

When the City Board receiy- 
€d $2,510 from the Federal 
Government last week on ac~ 
count of having three percent 
of its tota) enrollment as sons 
and daughters of government- 
employed parents or guardians, 
it was one demonstration of 
benefits derived from the City 
School System, something a 
member of the County System 
is not eligible to obtain. 

James J. Wise, chairman of 
the Elba City Schoo] Board, 
explained that the City School 
System has a wonderful op- 
bortunity to obtain big federal’ 
funds if the people of Elba 
want it bad enough and are 
willing to make the necessary 
effort. He said if 35 additional 
pupils, children of government— 
employed parents, can be add-- 
ed to Elba schools’ total enroll- 
ment, the schools would re- 
ceive $99 per pupil of govern- 
ment funds. Such an “ppor- 
tunity would not be possible if 
the Elba schools changed back 
to the County School System.
